Chief Justice Gibson to Study 


Need of Desert Court in October 


Chief Justice Philip Gibson of 
the 
California 
State 
Supreme 
Court will personally investigate 
the need of a fourth superior 
court to be located in th is part 
of Riverside County. 
This announcem ent by Judge 
Eugene E. Therieau, president of 
the new ly organized Desert Bar 
Association, stated th at Justice 
Gibson w ould be in Palm Springs 
in October. 
Judge Therieau said th a t the 
proposed visit w as an acceptance 
of an invitation sent to Judge 
Gibson by the b ar assocaition. 
The invitation to Judge Gib­ 
an, also pointed out the urgent 
Ved of an additional court in 
Tiverside county to be located 
in the desert area in view of the 
congested court calender exis- 
tan t for a long tim e in Riverside. 
The president of the bar asso­ 
ciation 
also reported th a t the 
Eastern h alf of Riverside county 
pays 40 per cent of all county 
taxes as well as an equal per­ 
centage of voters residing in that 
area. 


“The three superior courts in 
Riverside 
are 
congested 
w ith 
civil suits. A 
case cannot be 
tried u n d er tw o years in these 
courts,” Judge T herieau said. 
The Judge added, the bar asso ­ 
ciation is in

Justice Gibson arrives he w ill 
find th a t an ad ditional court is 
necessary here and recom m end 
the appointm ent of a Judge for 
this area to th e California State 
Judicial Council.
